This gentle- 
poan’s remarks on Darwinism have s special 
importance, becanse they indicate how far an 
orthodox chuschman of real scientific attain- 
ments may go in the new school of the origin 
of species, and where he must stop. 
Dr. Dawson is the only member of 
the Alliance, so far as we know, of 
any assured position in the scientific world. 
The circumstance that he was asked to define 
the relations of Darwinism and revelation im- 
plies that his authority in séientific as well as 
theological matters is fully recognized by the 
Conference. Ke is, in fact, a man of large learn- 
ing and distinguished attainments. Sir Charles 
Lyell, though « believer in the Darwinian hy- 
pothesis, and Mr. Huxley, though altogether 
heterodox in his philosophy, both accord 
Dr, Dawson » high place in the ‘geologi- 
cal researches of Canada, and particularly 
commend his original investigations of the coal 
formation of Nova Scotia. 'Wé mention this to 
show that Dr. Dawson's view of Darwinism is 
not simply that of an orthodox Christian, but of
